' A thrilling piece of heroics was staged at the Capitol in Wash- 
ington on the occasion of President Wilson's return to open the sum- 
mer season. Just as the Preside nt stepped through the entrance a 
sinister looking bundle was dropped in front of him by a suspicious 
looking person.^ There was a minute of awful suspense and the statue* 
of Freedom which tops the dome shuddered with apprehension.

Cau- 
tiously the bundle was raised f^om the ground and with the deli- 
cacy of touch with which the swaddling clothes were later removed 
from the league of nations the bundle was unwrapped. The report 
was made that it contained nothing more explosive or incendiary 
than the bolshevik fulminations of the Washington Times, edited 
by Arthur Brisbane, so the country was saved and the heart of the 
world was not broken. It developed later that the bundle had been 
previously examined by one of the Capitoi police and pronounced 
safe, if not sane. It is now rumored that Major Pullman will be 
decorated with a medal depicting Ajax defying the lightning, and he 
may later be sent to England to receive knighthood at the hands of 
good King George. The world is still safe for democraey, and will 
be until the Bepublican nomination next June, when the game season 
will^pen.

There 1h 
no donbt that patriotism Is decidedly 
on the wane in this country. From 
every side come muttearlngs of dis- 
content Societies of various sorts, 
and of differing creeds on some sub- 
jects are united in atUoks upon the 
existing government and demands for 
its overthrow. The mails are filled 
with their propaganda, and new pub- 
lications are springing up almost ev- 
ery day for the spread of their doc- 
trines. Members of those organiia- 
tlons see In our Federal Qovemment 
merely an institution for the leavying 
of killing taxes; for the rommandeer- 
,lng and withholding from private con 
sumption of prent tniantltlea of food, 
clothing, and other necessities of life, 
for saekinc to piiarantee; and for aid- 
ing In and making certain the puccpp^ 
of huge loans by a combination of 
American bankers to newly created 
and Irresponsible European states 
While the Qovemment Is engaged In 
those activities the people witness thr 
wanton murder of 'our oltitens at our 
very door, accompanied by the whole- 
sale destruction of American property, 
and repeated insults to our flag. Is 
there little Wonder that with those 
facts before them some classes of our 
people are insistent for a change? 

"What this country needs above any 
other one thing Is a stimulation to 11.'^ 
patriotism. Let the people see in 
their Government an organization 
whose sole object is the maintenance 
of the welfare of the cllizeii and the 
protection of his life and property, 
and It win receive ungrudging support 
from the public. Let those qualities 
be lacking, and In their stead appear 
the Interests enumerated above, and

It cannot survive. 

"One of the most positive steps we 
can take toward the rejuvenation of 
national pride is the adoption of a 
Mexican policy that will have tor its 
objects the protection of American life 
and property apd the establishment of 
law and order In that distracted coun- 
try. We need buth to repeat our rec- 
ord In Cuba, where we staid only long 
enough to put the country firmly on 
its feet, and provide for the continu- 
ance of orderly goverinnent Sucli an 
attitude toward Mexico would do more 
than any other thing to aiiialKaimite 
the varying schools of thought In this 
country, and win the confidence and 
respect of other nations."

Mr. Slattery said Kriiiuy iilghl that 
auoh action vfould be as far as be 
oould go In tbe matter unleai be re- 
ealvM turther InitraoUoni from 
WWhlniton. . 

Reports reoeWed by Mr. Slattery 
Mrtd that a Urge quantity of fruit and 
»ot^r food wu iwitohed through the 
nMr^ad yards at Decoursey until it 
beoams rotten and then was thrown 
into the rlTer. Aocordtng to the re- 
port there were eleven carloads of 
peaches and a carload of watermelons 
which were Jostled about the railroad 
yard« until they decayed. The carload 
of watermelons was In the yards for 
more than a week, the report stated. 

Because the watermelonB presum- 
ably had reached such a stage as to be 
unfit for furthor use tliey are said to 
have been dunuied into the river. Peo- 
ple living at Latonla and neighboring 
localities declare they found scores of 
good melons In the lot.

The grand Jury's ac- 
tions In the matter will be governed 
principally by the attitude taken by 
ofllcials at Washington, foUowlnR the 
receipts of Mr. Slattery'a report of the 
affair. 

Mr. Slattery said that he belioved ttir 
alleged offenae was covered by the art 
passed during tlie war which made It 
unlawful waste food or to permit It 
to be wasted. This law, of course, wap 
passed at that time, he said, to pre- 
vent food wastage during the period of 
the war, when food meant so much, 
but be pointed out that the law never 
had been repealedt and consequently 
he believed it covered the wastage 
which had .been reported to him.

Leaington, Ky., July 16— Figurta 
compiled by the Anti-Saloon l«ague 
of Kentucky from reporta made di- 
rectly to Superintendent Norman A. 
Palmer showing a reduction in the 
number of arrests of more than half 
since prohibition went into effect in 
Kentucky were given out at the head- 
quarters of the publicity department 
of the i^tatewide Prohibition Federa- 
tion here today. 

In most cases comparison. Is made 
with the same days of a year ago, but 
the most reiiiarkaljle showing ist made 
in Catlcttsburg where the arrests tor 
the flrst ten days of July totalled only 
12, Lexington showed a reduction of 
more than half, Owcnaboro of two- 
thirds, Frankfort of eight-ninths, and 
Louisville of more than one-half. 

Besides the flguree on war-time pro- 
hibition ilgures are submitted showing 
the large reduction In the number of 
arrests in Kentucky towns, formerly 
wet, which were voted dry. Among 
those are Richmond, Somerset, Marion. 
C'orbln and Harrodsburg.

and disorderly In the flrst seventeen 
i!ay8 of June there were "83 arrests 
In Louisville and for the first seven- 
teen days of July the total was 370 
from all causes.
